The capitalist jingo 
press is unanimous in its efforts to arouse 
the nation to a blood fury that will lead 
it straight down the crimson road to cer- 
tain" destruction.

BLOOD VS. BROTHERHOOD. 
GAINST this almost deafening cry for 
blood we raise our plea for brother- 
hood. We must halt the imperialistic de- 
sires of those who would force the nation 
into disastrous conflict with the peoples of 
other lands. There is no sane reason 
why this nation should go to war with 
the conqueror of. Europe. There is no 
just cause for conflict with the people of 
Japan, despite the yellow-peril howls of 
the militarists. The United States is try- 
ing to bring peace to Mexico, , and we can 
find no excuse for making war on any other 
country of this western world. The de- 
sire to conquer must not usurp the place 
of the nation's exalted desire for peace. 

A disarmed United States will remain 
a peaceful United States. An armed na- 
tion, with wealth untold being continuahV 
expended for increased armaments, will 
mean a nation alwavs on the brink of war, 
finally to be precipitated into the slaughter 
abyss, perhaps during the present genera- 
tion, perhaps not unt,il the children of to- 
day have grown to manhood and woman- 
hood, only to inherit the harvest of suffer- 
ing, sorrow and death that the war mon- 
gers of today .would prepare for them.

ABOLISH WAR PROFITS. 
1A#ITH the grip of the munition makers 
daily growing stronger as thek prof- 
its mount higher and higher, our demand 
for the abolition of the manufacture of 
arms and munitions of war for, private 
profit -calls for the besf. efforts of all be- 
lievers in peace and humanity. 

No one seeks to deny that the mifnition 
makers and the money lenders, the build- 
ers of dreadhaughts and the financiers of 
murder, the Schwabs, the Carnegies, the 
Rockefellers and the Morgans, have not- 
reaped huge profits as they defrauded the 
government, while both democrats and re- 
publicans, in both houses of congress, 
stood idly by and winked at the robbery.

They nlmost 
started the nation on a conquering expe- 
dition into Mexico. If we keep them or 
let them grow, they will not only get us 
into war, but they will continually serve 
as a great source of profit for the war prof A 
iteers.

WQRRY ONLY ABOUT PROFITS. 

THE Schwabs, the Carnegies and the 
Morgans are not worrying about the 
United States, which consists right now 
of one hundred million men, women and 
children, nearly every one of them of the 
working class, who have nothing to gain 
by war. , These gentlemen are worrying 
about their profits. If they can frighten 
the people into believing they have no navy 
and no army, then they hope to force the 
people into permitting congress to vote 
huge sums to create an army and navy. 

The war profiteers want a big navy and 
^a big. army because that means big prof- 
its, We Socialists demand that PRIVATE 
PROFIT he taken out of the manufacture 
of war inanitions. We demand that the 



congress that meets next month do this 
immediately. We demand that if the 
United States . must have the tools of 
slaughter, in spite of our opposition, that 
it manufacture them itself; that there 
shall be no profit for Schwab or Carnegie 
or Rockefeller or Morgan.

There is a growing co-operative 
movement among the Illinois work- 
ers, especially the 80,000 coal miners.

ITS HARD TO DIE. 

State labor federations are Usually 
officered by unscrupulous politicians 
who turn these organizations into a 
tail to some old party kite. Demo- 
cratic and Republican labor politicians 
never benefited any one except them- 
selves. They have always divided the 
ranks of labor instead of uniting 
them. 

This is a condition, however, that 
is passing. In Wisconsin the old par- 
ty politicians have long ago taken 
their departure. The struggle is still 
on in the two great industrial States, 
Pennsylvania and Illinois. James H. 
Maurer is at the head of the ad- 
ministration in the Pennsylvania Fed- 
eration of Labor. He has been re- 
peatedly compelled to fight the ring 
of discredited labor politicians that 
was blackened beyond cleansing by 
the Mullhall exposures. They cannot 
come back. 

The dying is exceedingly hard for 
the would-be manipulators of the 
votes of the workers in the Illinois 
Federation of Labor. They experi- 
enced their first rout when John H. 
Walker was elected president, with a 
sympathetic executive board, in 1912. 
They have never been able to recover. 

At the convention of the Illinois 
Federation of La^or just closed this 
coterie made their best efforts to re- 
turn to power. Dur 5 n«r the year Wal- 
ter Busch. editor of The Labor Advo- 
cate of Peoria, had made a vicious 
attack against President Walker.

WAR BY MACHINES. 

Thomas A. Edison approached the 
question of "preparedness" exactly as 
he would approach the question of 
making dyes, perfecting the phono- 
graph or increasing the output of a 
factory. He summed the subject up 
in a phrase by no means original 
with him, but whose significance fre- 
quent repetition has not yet succeed- 
ed in penetrating the public mind. 

He said that war is now a matter 
of machines. He might have said that 
our whole civilization is a matter of 
machines. Since boiling water and ex- 
ploding oil and other forms of manu- 
factured energy took the place of 
human muscles man has produced, and 
destroyed by directing this manufac- 
tured energy. 

Men and women have become of 
small importance compared with the 
machines. So far as the masses are 
concerned, either in war or indus- 
try, machines are essential to life and 
death. We cannof live if we cannot 
use these machines to produce wealth. 
We cannot eVen kill unless we are 
attached to these machines. 

In peace and in war the control of 
the machine, mechanical, industrial, 
military, political is the whole ques- 
tion of life or death, of misery or lux- 
ury for mankind. Today these ma- 
chines are controlled by a class that 
uses its ownershin to compel the non- 
owners of machines to struggle 
aga'nst one another in industry, poli- 
tics and war for the glory and prof- 
it of the owners. 

The whole .program and doctrine of 
Socialism might well be summed up 
in the statement that it is an effort on 
the part of the masses to get con- 
trol and ownership of these machines 
and make them the instruments in- 
stead of the rulers of the masses. — 
The Milwaukee Leader. 



GARY TALKING AGAIN 
Elbert H. Gary, chairman of the 
board of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, is one of the funny men of 
this capitalistic world. When he talks 
many people smile. When he comes 
out in long newspaper interviews and 
tells how the wages of the workers 
in the steel mills are to bo raised, 
their work-day shortened and condi- 
tions improved, all well informed peo- 
ple smile. They do this because tho 
Steel Trust has never yet kept a 
promise made to its slaves. 

Only the other day Gary told the 
Iron and Steel Institute meeting at 
Cleveland, Ohio, that genuine public- 
ity would cure many of our present- 
day ills. We agree with him, just 
as we agreed with him when he sa ; d 
-that workers have toiled enough when 
they have labored six days in the 
week. Yet the slaves of steel toil 
seven days in the week in spite of 
everything that Gary says. And while 
he prates about "genuine publicity," 
Gary and all of his ilk a^e exerting 
every effort to gag the nation's press. 
And because Gary, and capitalists of 
his Wnd, succeed in gagging the press, 
therefore Socialists refer to the na- 
tion's newspapers as the "capitalist 
press." 

Gary declares that if the peoples 
of the European nations had been 
thoroly informed the oresent war 
would have been impossible. But what 
is Gary doing to avert a similar sit- 
uation in this country? The canitalist 
press is inspired by the Steel Trust

At least take the Maley-Goebel course — Locals .that feel they cannot 
afford the three-number course should take the Maley-Goebel course. In 
this there are but two lectures, which makes it easier to handle. We have 
made. the terms for this course so easy that any local can take it.

or muzzle the press. It protects it- 
self as best it can by giving certain 
official sanction to those speakers and 
publications which seem best to rep- 
resent it. In the meantime, a large 
section of the community is muddled 
as to our aims and methods. 

Get Down to Brass Tacks. 

Possibly if we would get seriously 
down to the brass tacks of organi- 
zation work, we could keep more and 
better organizers in the field. There 
is more than poverty behind the fact 
that at all times something like one- 
half of the listed membership of the 
country^ is in arrears in dues: there is 
lack of method in dues-collection and 
the slovenly faith that dues will col- 
lect themselves. 

The lack of business method in our 
locals is reflected in other Socialist 
enterprises. At the meeting of the 
New York Call Publishing Associa- 
tion, at which the pledge plan of 
support was decided upon, some of 
the members vigorously insisted that 
a pledge collector was necessary to 
the -success of the plan. No method 
of collection was adopted, and now 
The t Call is rending heaven with its 
cries to delinquent promisers. 

As vital as our treasury is to our 
work, our executives have never ad- 
dressed themselves to the formula- 
tion of a simple method for dues col- 
lection to be recommended to locals. 

The written word is conceded to be 
the best propagandist. This we rec- 
ognize to the extent of having pre- 
pared a stock of propaganda leaf- 
lets. As if in acknowledgement of 
the fact that there is no systematic 
distribution of the leaflets, there is 
no series of leaflets giving a system- 
atic development of Socialist theory. 
Red Week would mean more than 
it does if within it each worker cov- 
ered his own special territory, using 
the leaflets of a series day by day. 
There should be iterated and reiter- 
j ated insistence from every party 
! headquarters that each party mem- 
!'ber shall devote from ten minutes 
| to one hour each week to the distri- 
bution of leaflets, and this regardless 
I of whether it shall take one year or 
live to effect the result. Detailed 
suggestions for doing this work can 
easily be circulated, if a widespread 
n citation for it, taking its "punch" 
from the National Executive Commit- 
tee, is made. 

It is in this highly necessary work 
of distribution that we fail utterly 
to co-operate. The real Jimmy Hiqr- 
gins is a scarce type and he is work- 
ed to death. The organiser of all the 
potential Jimmies for steady, effec- 
tive, inexpensive work is the genius 
for whom our movement waits. May 
he soon be forthcoming! 

The establishment of an Organi- 
zation Department in our National 
Office should be welcomed by all. If 
this department will proceed to the 
preparation of a practical organiza- 
tion manual, a long stride toward 
our goal will have been taken. More 
than a year ago I was requested by 
the National Committee to prepare 
a Plan of Work for the use of lo- 
cals. The task, if worthily done, en- 
tailed correspondence with officials 
and Party workers all over the coun- 
try. I have been unable to do it 
in connection with my* other work. 
The - Organization Department will 
have complete facilities for compiling 
suggestions for work.. Let the im- 
pulse for . good work come from our 
National Headquarters. 

Not least among our duties is that 
of teaching the aspiring young ora- 
tor who thirsts to conquer the world 
that his work is in his own locality— 
that if every earnest Socialist would 
clean up his own back yard, we should 
ail the sooner see the rot and rub- 
bish of capitalism consigned to the 
dump from which there is no resurrec- 
tion. In this year of madness we 
need not so much a spectacular new 
method as a sincere devotion to an 
old ideal. Let us co-operate in our 
work. The flame in our hearts will 
not carry us far unless it go cou- 
pled to cool common sense in our 
heads.

V BUILDING SOCIALIST PRESS. — 
Socialists of Spokane, Wash., are do- 
ing something unusual. They are 
writing c<ipy and printing a Socialist 
paper every week on sheets of paper 
6%x7& inches. Folded once, this is 
3%x 6%, the size of an ordinary let- 
ter. It contains no advertising. 

The idea is to publish concise and 
revolutionary comment on the indus- 
trial and political conditions and oc- 
currences of Spokane arid vicinity, 
depending on the larger Socialist pa- 
pers and magazines to fulrnish gen- 
eral. Socialist news and propaganda 
matter. It is a convenient way of 
keeping those members of the Local 
who cannot attend meetings in touch 
with local Socialist activity. 

We own a small hand press, on 
which the paper is printed; the labor 
of . printing and addressing is donat- 
ed. The only money paid <Kit is for 
paper and postage (1 cent for 150 
copies), except about $1.30 oach week 
for linotyping. Copy is set in eight- 
pojint type, about 700 words in each 
issue. We charge, in clubs, 10 cents 
per year for subscriptions, and at 
present have 500 subscribers. 

One great advantage in the small- 
ness of the paper is that everybody 
that gets it- reads every word of it, 
instead of re«ding the headMnes only. 
During local campaigns it becomes a 
valuable means of education and prop- 
aganda. Of course there are some 
"Socialists" who advocate non-parti- 
sanship and who boost for "good 
men" candidates outside the Social- 
ist Party. They can't see any need 
for the paper, and insist that it is a 
joke. They, too, read it, tho. — A. E. 
HOUSE, Spokane, Wash. 

FROM THE RAND SCHOOL.— 
The tone of some comments on Na- 
tional Committee Mfrtion No. 22 (pro- 
posing that communication be open- 
ed with the Rand School, with a view 
to turning over to* it the data and 
functions of the Information Depart- 
ment at National Headquarters) com- 
pels us to ask for space for a state- 
ment in The American Socialist. 

We knew nothing about this motion 
until it had come before the Nation- 
al Committee. Had its author con- 
sulted us in advance, surely would 
not have been made in its present 
form. We did not, however, antici- 
pate in time the misconstruction 
which might be placed upon it, else 
this letter would have been written 
some time ago. 

The Rand School has no desire to 
get hold of Party property nor to 
usurp Party functions. Its sole de- 
sire is to carry on the work of edu- 
cation in such a manner as will 
strengthen the Party organization. I 
believe its ten years' record warrants 
this statement. 

We hope that tho Party will see 
fit to continue ' and even to extend 
the work of the National Informa- 
tion Department, rather than to abol- 
ish or cripple it for the sake of re- 
ducing expenses. 

If the Information Department is 
abolished or crippled, of course its 
functions will largely fall to the Rand 
School, without any motion to that 
effect — not because we wish it to be 
so, but simply because inquirers, un- 
-able to get needed information at Na- 
tional Headquarters, will naturally 
turn to us, as we shall serve them 
as well as we can.

IT is to be regi-etted that there is a division of opinion among : women as 
to the form of the amendment of the Federal Constitution* ■ \ 
We need not enter into a discussion of the merits of woman's" suf- 
frage. I take it 'that all of us look upon the political emancipation of . woman 
as the next step in the progress of democracy. Woman is either 'a member 
of the community or she is not. If she is, she has an inalienable /right to 
participate in. the shaping of the policies of the land and in makihgLthe law 
of the land. Law is a rule of conduct which has behind it the force of the 
entire community. A rule' of such importance and sanctity should lie made 
by the entire community and not by a part of it. ... ' '. 

The very agitation for Woman .suffrage adds new value .."and signifi- 
cance to the vote. There are millions of men entitled to vote who. do not 
exercise their privilege. There are millions of men who do hot use their 
vote intelligently. The struggle by Woman for the acquisition of the fran- 
chise must > necessarily call forth an earnest analysis of the importance 
of the vote, and will give it new value and significance. . 

* * * * : ~: - 

I favor the Susan B. Anthony amendment. It is direct; it is to the 
point, and it follows the procedure provided by the constitution. ^ It > is 
difficult enough to obtain an amendment of the constitution Without adding 
new obstacles- Whatever might have been the intention of the framers of 
the constitution, whether it was their desire to facilitate amendments or to 
make it impossible to change the fundamental law; it is a matter of expe- 
rience that it is extremely difficult to effect a modification. 

About eighteen hundred amendments to the constitution . have been sug- 
gested, and, as you know, only seventeen have been adopted. . Of the^e the 
first twelve *.vere adopted immediately after the establishment of the gov- 
ernment and three as a result of the Civil War. With this lesson of his- 
tory before us, it seems hardly credible that well-meaning supporters of 
the cause of woman's emancipation should seek to add new and* cumber- 
some remedies in order to obtain the extension of the franchise. 

The agitation in the States should, of course, not be abandoned or 
even slackened. But an attempt to divert the entire strength of the move 
ment to the States is an attempt to dilute its force and to destroy its effee 
tiveness. Political emancipation of woman is not a State problem. The 
theory that the United States of America is an aggregation of States is no 
longer true. We are an industrial unit, a political unit, and a national 
unit. There is no such thing as a State problem. There is no question, no 
difficulty, no evil which can confront a State without affecting the inter- 
ests of the entire country. After all, the geographical and artificial separa- 
tion into States cannot be permitted to stand in the way of the nation's 
progress. 

In conclusion, I will state that it is entirely immaterial to me who in- 
troduces the amendment. The movement is sufficiently popular to justify 
my belief that a number of men will compete for the honor of introducing 
the amendment. Whoever introduces it will receive my support. 

As a man and as a Socialist, I will consider it a privilege to serve the 
cause of woman, since her cause is the cause of humanity.

BRINGING BACK HARMONY. 

The old saying has it that there 
are more ways than one of killing 
a cat. Probably so. And Jam . soon 
found out that while ;there are more 
ways than one of destroying the har- 
mony of a League, there are also a 
variety of ways that help to regain 
it. The piano squabble hadvleft a 
dark-brown taste in the mouths of 
many of the members, the removal 
of which was a serious and pressing 
problem. It was removed, all -right, 
and, like most great discoveries, the 
solution came almost by accident. 

It was now more than a month ago 
since Harvey Jackson, one of their 
jolliest Yipsels, had left for the West, 
and he wrote back about the splen- 
did success the Leagues there were 
having. He also sent Jim a book of 
Socialist songs, not a very large col- 
lection; still, he had never paid much 
attention to it. One night, however, 
when a committee meeting was»held 
at his home, he hit upon the idea of

BOOKER T. WASHINGTON says that the real degradation lies, not in 
working, but in being worked. 
Of course he was not talking Socialism when he said that, but 
the remark has significant bearings which probably never occurred to him. 

Soak it in once more: The real degradation lies, not in working, but 
in being worked. 

Altho, under our present topsy-turvy social order, it is more or less of a 
disgrace to do useful work, yet, inft-insically, the doing of such work is most 
genuinely honorable and commendable. It is honorable and commendable 
because it is beneficial to the race. It makes for the forward and upward 
grov/th of the race. 

***,■* 

In itself, therefore, there is nothing in useful work which can explain 
the tinge of disgrace that adheres to it under the present system. 
The explanation is to be sought elsewhere. ^ 
In the early days in this country, when nearly everybody wo.rked "on 
their own hook," and there was a tolerable degree of financial equality among 
! the people, useful labor was held in high honor. A man who did useful 
i work was as good as any other man. He was not scorned. He was not 
j looked upon as a member of "the lower orders." 

But as soon as labor-saving machinery compelled the small industries to 
develop into the great industries, so that men Ojo longer worked "on their 
own hook," but began to work for others, useful work began to become dis- 
5jraceful. 

It is disgraceful because it is now done under slave conditions. 
It is. disgraceful because the worker is "woi'ked." 

* * * * 

Why. the capitalists own the industries. They hire the workers to work 
; for them. They pay the workers a fraction of the value of their labor, and 
| keep the rest themselves. 

Thus, without doing any useful work themselves, they become 'million- 
i aires, and have their splendid mansions, and jewels, etc., etc. 
I They get all these things by working the workers. 
No wonder they despise the workers. 
Slaves are always despised by their masters. 

The workers can emancipate themselves from this disgraceful position 
whenever they wish. 

All they hnve to do is tu vote the Socialist Party into power, so that the 
industries can be made collective property, owned by all the people and run 
i for the benefit of all the people. 

Then this workers will receive the full value of their labor. 
They will no longer be worked. 
And labor will again become honorable.

To offset the^election law initiated 
by the Socialists, the Democrats of 
Oklahoma will offer a new law pro- 
viding for unrestricted woman suf- 



frage and many changes in the elec- 
tion law. The proposed law has been 
drawn by J. H. Lyons, Secretary of 
State, and has the endorsement of all 
the party leaders. The new law will 
provide that the election board shall 
be composed of the Secretary of State 
and two others from the parties cast- 
ing the largest vote, to be named by 
the Governor. Another section pro- 
vides that all candidates shall pay a 
filing fee, the sum of which shall be 
large enough to defray the expenses 
of the election. Heretofore all par- 
ties have evaded woman suffrage, but 
the Democrats have been driven _ to 
it by the proposed law of the Social- 
ists, in which the Republicans have 
joined. It would take the control of 
the elections out of the hands of 
Democrats. No protests will be filed 
against the bill initiated by the So- 
cialists, but it is hoped to defeat it 
by this new measure, in which the 
woma» suffrage plank is expected to 
lead in popularity.
